COURT RULES GOVERNMENT 
CAN'T COLLECT DRY FINES 


It Is Estimated That U. S. Will 
Lose $1,000,000 as Result 
of Decision. 
By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, May 22.—United States 
District Judge John A. Peters held 
yesterday that fines levied for of- 
fenses under the prohibition laws, 
but still uncollected after repeal, 
could not legally be collected now.

The final vote was 90 to 55, 13 
more than the constitutional ma- 
jority required. The tax increase 
will be effective July 1. 

The bill, which had been rejected 
five times previously as an emer- 
gency measure, was sent to the 
Senate for concurrence in House 
amendments. Gov. Horner was ex- 
pected to sign it within a few 
hours. 

The only speech today was by the 
Democratic floor leader, Benjamin 
S. Adamowski, of Chicago. The 
previous question was then moved 
and the bill was passed without the 
aid of the downstate Republicans 
who have objected to the increase 
in the sales tax. 

“We accept the challenge of the 
Republicans and we are willing to 
take responsibility for an addition- 
al tax when it is necessary to feed 
the poor,’ Adamowski said. “If it 
means our defeat in subsequent 
elections, we are willing to face it 
rather than to let 1,200,000 persons 
starve.” 

Emergency Clause Abandoned. 
Decision to abandon efforts to 
pass the bill with the emergency 
clause, which would have made it 
effective immediately, was reached 
by administration leaders yesterday 
after failure of the fifth attempt. 
A two-thirds majority is necessary 
to pass an emergency measure. 
The decision leaves six weeks 
during which the 1,200,000 persons 
on relief in the State can look only 
to the Federal Government for food 
and clothing. United States Sen- 
ator Lewis said Federal Relief Ad- 
ministrator Hopkins would resume 
allotments to Illinois immediately, 
even though the legislation he had 
demanded would not become effec- 
tive until July.

Great Britain Thinks New Call 
For Disarmament Parley Should 
Be Answer to Hitler’s Speech 


Among London Press Comment Is Suggestion 
For Consideration Afresh of European 
Security.

LONDON, May 22.—A call for’a 
new European security and dis- 
armament conference was suggest- 
ed in political circles today as the 
logical answer to Adolf Hitler’s 
foreign policy address. 


Hitler’s repetition of previous dis- 
armament and security statements 
and the enunciation of new policies, 
particularly his willingness to ac- 
cept a naval strength inferior to 
Great Britain’s, were praised in 
some political quarters and news- 
papers. 

“The simplest course would be a 
new European peace conference to 
lay the foundations for new Euro- 
pean peace,” said the Liberal News 
Chronicle. 

“This,” the Times said, “is indeed 
the supreme moment for achieving 
practical limitation of arms.” 

“It is now for the other Powers, 
especially Great Britain, to reply 
in the same spirit,” said the Daily 
Herald, Labor-Socialist organ. 

Lord Rothermere’s Daily Mail 
was unqualifiedly enthusiastic, and 
even the Daily Express, which has 
been critical of Hitler's policies, 
commended the tone offhis ad- 
dress. 

Only the ultra-Tory Post was 
hostile, saying the speech offered 
nothing and that the other Powers 
should join hands for their own 
protection as Germany was pur- 
suing a pathway of isolation.

Stanley Baldwin Informs 
House of Commons Na- 
tion Will Attain Parity 


With Them.

LONDON, Mey 22.—Stanlev 
Baldwin, Lora President of the 
Councn, announced in the House of 
Commons today that Great Britain 


would increase its first-line air 


strength to a total of 1500 airplanes, 
in order to attain parity with Ger- 
many and France. 


This figure is to be compared to 
the actual military air strength to- 
day of 580 airplanes, excluding the 
navy’s air arms. The House of 
Commons was packed for the an- 
nouncement, and many foreign 
diplomats and military observers 
were present. 

Baldwin told them Great Britain 
would proceed with its aviation ex- 
pansion “with all possible speed.” 

“Everything now requisite for 
this expansion is under considera- 
tion and will be put in hand imme- 
diately,” said Baldwin. “In this ex- 
pansion, it is hoped there will be 
no profiteering in a time of what 
I might call an emergency. In 
what the Government doing, 
there is no occasion for panic.” 

Under the aviation expansion pro- 
gram announced by the Government 
last summer, a first line air 
strength Of 830 airplanes by March 
31, 1939, was provided. 3aldwin 
announced that a supplementary 
budget would be presented to the 
House “subsequently” to provide for 
the increase. 

Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler's ex- 
pressed readiness to join in an air 
limitations treaty and abolish bomb- 
ing planes was welcomed by Bald- 
win who declared: “It is manifest 
that the German Chancellor's 
speech is an answer to that ap- 
peal,” referring to a speech by 
Prime Minister MacDonald May 2, 
demanding specific German pro- 
posals.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HERE has been so much propagada 

to force through the bonus bill that I 
feel like saying something about it -as 
an opponent of the bill. It seems to 
have come to a pass in this country that 
when an aggressive minority wants a bili 
in their interest put through, they rai 
the capitai with their lobbyists and bring 
great pressure to bear on the peop!»’s 
representatives, regardless of the aft.

these lobbyists are forced to keep away 
from Washington the better off we will 
e@il be. And these are some of the reasons 
for my present state of mind: 

My next-door neighbor, who is working 
regularly and making a good salary and 
has been so working for many years, i3 
drawing a $50-per-month pension. He re- 
marked to me, “I am not entitled to it, I 
eam not disabled in any way, and am Max- 
ing a good salary, but they give it to re 
and I take it.” 

A couple of my friends—one draws 
more than $400 a month salary and other 
more than $200, and they have been wot- 
ing regularly and drawing this mca 
money for years—are knocking down 
$50-per-month pensions, but they are evi- 
dently ashamed of it, for 1 have Known 
them intimately for 20 years or longer, 
yet I never knew they drew pensions -un- 
til recently, when the matter was forced 
into the open. 

Another acquaintance has been draw- 
ing around $100 a month pension for 
some kind of an alleged disability for 
years. He is one of those fellows who 
will not work if he can get some easy 
money, and he has not done any work 
for years. I do not know what means he 
used to acquire this pension, but when 
the President forced an investigation of 
such cases some time back, this fel'>w 
was shut off and he has now gone to 
work. 

Still another case comes to my atten- 
tion. This man and his wife went west 
on account of his health, which was bad. 
The Government allowed him a pension 
and hospitalization, to which I agree he 
was entitled, notwithstanding he has lost 
several brothers on account of tubercu- 
losis and I am of the opinion it was devel- 
oped long before he went to the war. He 
has been west for 10 years or more and 
I inquired of his father-in-law ‘receutly 
about the fellow. Said the father-in-la:v: 
“Oh, the boy is all right and they are 
getting along fine on his pension and 
with what his wife makes. The. voy 
can't go to work, though, or he wWould 
lose his pension.” 

I am very favorable to the most liberal 
treatment by the Government of disabled 
soldiers, their families and the widows 
and orphans of our soldiers, but if ore 
taxpayer knows about this many concrete 
cases of easy money being dragged down, 
how many countless additional similar 
cases are there in this country? And [ 
don't care whether it is a Spanish-Amer- 
ican, World War or what kind of vet- 
eran, the taxpayers don’t owe him a living 
just because he happened to respond to a 
call to arms in the interest of his ccun- 
try. 

If the bonus bill passes over the Presi- 
dent’s veto, we all know, of course, the 
next thing will be a demand for a month- 
ly pension from these same veterans. 

I am against the bonus and J think the 
President will be absolutely right in veto- 
ing it, as his predecessors have.

EMBARGO ON SILVER COINS. 


By its embargo on importation of foreign silver | 


coins except under license, the Treasury at last has 
taken official notice of the confusion resulting in 
several countries from the Government's extensive 
Silver-buying policy. Seeking to buy enough silver 
to make this metal one-fourth ofethe total] monetary 
reserves, as provided in the Silver Purchase Act, the 
administration has moved up the price until now, in 
China, Mexico, Italy and elsewhere, silver coins are 
worth more as bullion than as money. Naturally, 
there has been an epidemic of melting down coins 
for sale. The affected nations have sought to meet 
this by embargoes on exportation of silver coins, by 
levying an export tax, or by calling in all silver and 
issuing copper and paper money in its place until 
new silver coins of changed content can be issued.

Such assurance cannot be found among 
fiscal authorities. The sole beneficiaries, present or 
potential, seem to be the handful of silver producers. 
They are the most favored of all the groups to whose 
relief the Government has gone. 
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HITLER’S ADDRESS. 

When Hitler says, “No war would be calculated 
to alleviate the general European distress, but would 
tend, on the contrary, to increase it,” he speaks 
words with which the world will agree. 

When he denounces the Versailles Treaty’s in- 
equities and arraigns the other nations for increas- 
ing their armaments in the face of pledges to reduce 
them, he states the major causes of Europe's pres- 
ent crisis and, indeed, of his own rise to power, 

When he says, “It will not do for one group of 
states to represent their armaments as olive branch- 
es of peace, but the armaments of others as a 
scourge of the devil,” he lays bare the hypocrisy 
which is found at every arms conference and of 
which Nazi Germany as well has not been guiltless. 

When he asserts Germany will henceforth “take 
part in no conferences in the formulation of whose 
program we have not participated in the beginning,” 
he closes the door on hopes that she will join the 
mutual-aid pacts now making in Europe. But when 
he declares Germany ready to enter non-aggression 
pacts, an air convention and mutual limitation of all 
armaments, he opens the door on a prospect much 
more hopeful, if carried through sincerely by all con 
cerned, for bringing peace. 

Nevertheless, when Hitler says, ““‘We decry war 
for the subjugation of foreign people,” he leaves 
the ominous impression that his country does not 
decry war to subjugate regions inhabited by German 
people, such as Austria, Memel, Danzig, Schleswig, 
South Tyrol, parts of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and 
Belgium. This loophole becomes the more conspic- 
uous by his exception of Lithuania from the nations 
with which Germany will enter non-aggression pacts, 
a result of the Meme!) dispute. 

When, after reciting how Nazi Germany is engaged 
in a tremendous long-time task of reconstruction, 
Hitler asks, “What else could I desire but quiet and 
peace?” he raises the question of why, then, in view 
of her great internal problems, is Germany expending 
such hugh sums on rearmament, and is so ardently 
imbuing. her people with military ardor?

REGULATION AND THE STOCK EXCHANGES. 

The tumult and the shouting which attached to reg- 
ulation of the stock exchanges have died, but we 
have the regulation still. If we may judge by state- 
ments made in St. Louis Monday night at the dinner 
of the Associated Stock Exchanges, regulation is a 
fact in which the nation is infinitely better off. 

Two of the speakers were James M. Landis, a 
member of the Federal Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, one of the reputed authors of the legislation 
which brought the stock exchanges. under. Federal] 
supervision, and Charles R, Gay, newly elected presi- 
dent of the New York Stock Exchange. Mr. Gay 
thinks the function of the exchanges has been mis- 
understood, and that the strictures placed upon them 
by the Government have largely resulted from this 
misunderstanding. That is, the exchange does not 
make booms and panics. It is a medium between buy- 
er and seller. He is not, of course, insensible to the 
respects in which the exchange went far out of 
bounds before Congress interfered. It needs disci- 
pline within and without, and in his first public 
statement since he was made head of tlhe exchange he 
promised full co-operation with proper regulation. 

Mr. Landis said that he did not believe the new 
regulatory laws have interfered with any sound 
financing. He reports the dollar volume of registered 
issues about three times that of unregistered issues. 
Practically all issues of nationally known corpora- 
tions are registered.

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A Snare or a Delusion 


OT only is the Wagner bill the kind of 

measure that no politician likes to op- 

pose, but it is a measure so framed that 
few politicians feel they have to oppose 
it. It is advertised as seeking “to promote 
equality of bargaining power between em- 
ployers and employes” and “to diminisn tre 
causes of labor disputes.” It denounces “un- 
fair labor practices.” Under the bill, these 
excellent purposes can be approved enthu- 
Siastically without incurring the risks of at- 
tempting to make them good in practice. For 
the Wagner bill is so devised that orgunized 
labor, having obtained magnificent promises 
from Congress, must then go to the courts 
and cash those promises if it can. 

In effect, the bill says to labor: “Go to 
che courts and see what you can get. You 
have our blessing. But please excuse us from 
undertaking the unpleasant job of definine 
concretely the rights and duties of capital 
and labor. Although we are the legislative 
body, we prefer not to legislate: we invite 
you to litigate, and if you do not obtain frum 
the courts all that we seem to promise vou 
why, blame the courts and not Congress.” 

’ * 

Thus, the primary question of what em- 
ployers and what employes are covered by 
che bill is left entirely to the courts. At the 
very moment when the Senate has muni- 
fested a clear desire to reduce the scope of 
NRA as a whole to some recognizable fieid 
of interstate commerce, the Senate uaz 
plumped by an overwhelming vote for tne 
Wagner bill in which the Federal Govern. 
ment is given jurisdiction over anything 
“tending to lead to a labor dispute ‘hat 
might burden or affect commerce.” 

If legislative language can be made Vuguer 
than that, it would be interesting to know 
how it could be done. If Congress can be 
less precise than to say that the Federal 
Government shall act when something terds 
to a situation that might produce an unde. 
fined result, it is hard to imagine it, 

Senator Wagner, who was once a Jucve. 
assures uS that “while the pending bil) of 
course does not intend to go beyond the 
constitutional power of Congress, as ‘hut 
power may be marked out by the courts, it 
seeks the full limit of that power to prevent 
these unfair labor practices.” This is, of 
course, an admission that the Senatu; is 
proposing to legislate at large and then let 
labor and capital litigate in detail. It . an 
admission that his bill is not a clear defini- 
tion of legislative policy, but a speculation 
on the future temper of the courts. 

This is not responsible statesmanship. V«1 
is it as frank as it might be in its dealipes 
with organized labor. Nor is it wise. For 
even if the Senator sincerely believes that 
the courts will fulfill his promises, he might 
have said to himself, in the words of St. 
Paul, that “all things are lawful unto me, 
but all things are not expedient.” 


The most inexpedient part of the pill is 
Section 8 (5). This makes it “an unfair labor 
practice” for an employer “to refuse to bar- 
gain collectively with the representatives of 
his employes.” This section writes into the 
law an interpretation by the National !va°or 
Board of Section 7A of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act. Tt means that the roarad 
in Washington and ultimately the courts 
must determine whether employers scat- 
tered all Over the country have in each sne- 
cific case been willing “to bargain in gi vod 
faith” with their employes for the purpose 
of reaching fixed agreements. 


This is a legal] monstrosity. For while it 
is perfectly possible for the Government to 
protect the workers’ right to organize, by 
what administrative or judicial method can 
it enforce an employer's duty to bargain in 
good faith? How does one compel mn tu 
bargain in good faith? This act does not 
merely protect an old right—the right to or- 
ganize. It creates a new duty—-the duty to 
bargain in good faith. There is no more 
hope of enforcing a duty to bargain in good 
faith than of enforcing a duty to think the 
authors of this bill are a herd of pink ele- 
phants. 

™ * . 

In fact, as Dean Spencer of the University 
of Chicago has. pointed out, the Labor 
Board's interpretation, now embodied in the 
Wagner bill, which makes it the positive 
duty of the employer to reach an agreement 
with his workers, is “unilateral compulsory 
arbitration.” The board has not act:.ily 
said that an employer may not say No when 
he is bargaining, but it has said that ne 
must eventually reach an agreement, ani, if 
he does not, that he may be punished. Thus, 
he must bargain and agree, whereas the 
union can bargain without being guilty of an 
offense if it does not agree. In practice, 
this would mean that the employer would 
always have to grant some part of any set 
of demands made upon him. 

Whether the courts will sustain one-sided 
compulsion of this sort is doubtful. But it 
is certain that if they do, that if labor can 
legally force the employer into agreements, 
the time will come when labor also wil] be 
subjected to compulsion. 

This thing will probably break down ad- 
ministratively or judicially. If it does not, 
then it is but a first step in the logicul de 
velopment of general compulsory arbitration 
under which the employer loses his right to 
hire and fire and labor loses its right to 
strike If the Wagner bill were not so i-n- 
practicable, it would, therefore, be one of the 
most reactionary measures of our times. If It 
were not unworkable, it would be dancer 
ous. If it were not a delusion, it would be 
a Snare.

NEW YORK, May 22.—A state- 
ment issued by the Transradio 
Press Service, Inc., says that a suit 
charging the three major press as- 
sociations and the two leading 
radio network systems with con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade under 
the Federal anti-trust laws has 
been filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. The statement says: 

“The suit was brought by the 
Transradio Press Service and its 
affiliate, the Radio News Associa- 
tion.
